left the pumping station. 
I be trooj>s moreover suffered from 
the intense heat, many being prostrated 
and all greatly exhausted. 
The cavalry, the Oregonians and two 
companies of the Fourth infantry had 
Just crossed a small creek Saturday aft 
ernoon and entered upon a sunken road, 
from which they were emerging upou a 
small valley surrounded on all lades by 
Ingli aud heavily wooded hills, when 
tin rebels, concealed in the mountains 
on tfarts- sides of the plain, opened a hot 
fire and sent showers of bullets into the

A strong force of police kept order 
and arrested many of the disturbers, in 
eluding a man who tried to force kb 
way to the president's carriage. 
Daring the Bromid raw the clamor In­ 
creased to violence and was plainly di 
reefed by a committee of the Loagne of 
Patriots, collected with their supporters 
both before and behind the presidential 
stand, around winch a formidable affray 
proceeded. 
During the grand steeple chase many 
blows were struck, and several iiolice* 
men were injured in their endeavors tc 
prevent an invasion of the presidential 
stand. 
At the crisis of the excitement, while 
shouts of "Vivo I'Arrace” aud "Vive 
Deroulede" were heard on all sides, 
Count Christiana rushed toward the 
president, brandishing a stick and di­ 
rected a blow against him, striking his 
hat.

Farther accounts show that the whole 
race course, particularly tne enclosure, 
witnessed scenes of the wildest excite­ 
ment, 
Comtesse Beni De Castellano, who 
was Miss Anim Gould of New York 
city, placed herself at tho head of the 
Jeune-so Roy ak Ste aud marched up aud 
down the lawn shouting "Vive L’Ar- 
moo."

Demonstrations and counter deinou- 
st rations continued until M. Loubet left 
toe race course, being the siguai for au 
indescribable tumult.

through the crowd, the president being 
pursued until the last with hoots and 
yells. 
Even eggs were thrown. 
It was noteworthy that the people 
generally cheered him loudly, the cheers 
increasing as ho drove toward the Elysee.

even the desperation of hanger will not 
load them into wrongful action.

Chicago, June o.—-To a inassmeetiug 
of negroes in Bethel church yesterday 
afternoon, Private Detective Louis Levin 
told what he said were the facts leading 
up to the borning at the stake of the 
negro, Sam Hose, by a mob at Newman, 
Ga. Soon after Hose was executed by 
the mob a number of colored man of 
Chicago, headed by Rev. R. C. Ransom 
of Bethel church, got up a fund aud 
•ent Levin to Georgia to investigate the 
facts leading up to the tragedy, and re­ 
port 
He said that the killing of Cran­ 
ford by Hose was not for toe purpose of 
assaulting Mrs. Cranford, but was the 
result of a quarrel concerning wages. 
The ^detective, who posed in Georgia 
as a vender of hog cholera medicine, 
said: ‘’Hose had been employed by 
Cranford, aud daring a quarrel over 
wages Cranford ran into his house and 
came out again with a revolver. 
As he 
was about to shoot Hose the latter seized 
an ax and threw it at him. 
The ax 
struck Cranford iu the head and killed 
him instantly. Hose fled aud did not 
attempt to assault Mrs. Cranford. 
Mrs. 
Cranford, who witnessed toe tragedy, 
says herself that Hose did uot say a 
word to ber or in any way touch her. 
The men who sent the detective to 
Georgia will have his report printed in 
corcular form aud will distribute it all 
over the United States.
